LONDON. Sept. 19.— The Times correspondent today predicts that huge 
land dreadnaughts will be the outgrowth of the present British “ tank" 
motor batteries. 
‘‘In one short hour.” the correspondent wired, ‘‘the tanks did more 
m ilitary damage and killed more Germans in uniform than all the Zeppe­ 
lins ever did. 
“ It may be that before this war is over we and the Germans and their 
allie s alik e s hall be building other monsters more huge and each more 
formidable, if possible, than the last until there will be battles between 
whole fleets made up of these dreadnaughts, or terrestrial monsters.” 
Only one of the “ tanks” was destroyed during the Somme fighting, 
it is learned. 
In the center of the Bcrleaux wood where fierce fighting oc­ 
curred, one of the monsters lies with its nose buried in the earth between 
the opposing lines and forming a barricade for both the British and Ger­ 
mans. 
How it was destroyed is not revealed in dispatches.
